A very convenment mstrument for sharpening 
large knives has been lately invented in Eng- 
iand, and just sported into this country.

We witnessed, on Tuesday last, a circum-

The following account of a notorious swindler

MOSES SWARTS.-—The annals of swindling 
do not furnish a more accomplished rogue than 
Moses Swarts. Wt will be remembered by our 
citizens that he visited this town a short time 
since, and succeeded in defrauding Capt. Childs, 
of Warren, in an expert manner, out of an incon- 
siderable sum of money. When we hear of such 
a character as Moses Swarts, it becomes the 
duty of those who conduct the public press, to 
present him fairiy to the public, and to caution 
the people against being ensnared by his fraudu- 
lent practices. . Swar/s wore a Jewish beard, 
extending down to his breast, and was clad in 
Hebrew costume. Although a stranger in this 
place, and pretending to be one in the country, 
it now appears that he was known at the South; 
that at Baltimore, but a short time before, he 
had succeeded in cheating a gentleman of res- 
pectability out of a large sum of money, and not 
therewith content, had subjected him to crimi- 
nal prosecution, which terminated in the convic- 
tion of an innocent man. The facts of this ag- 
gravated case have been thus represented to us. 
Swarts, with a companion as worthless as him- 
self, obtained a loan from a gentleman in New 
York of six or seven hundred dollars on pledge 
of a gold snuff box, set with diamonds, and some 
strings of pearl of some value.—The snuff box 
was cased in a wooden fancy box, and sealed in 
a buckskin bag, stamped with Swarts initials in 
Hebrew characters. If the box was not re- 
deemed in six months it became absolutely the 
property of the pawnee. From New York 
Swarts went to Baltimore, having first sent by 
water, several large boxes, to appearance filled 
with dry goods, on which he had affected insu- 
rance. On these boxes he attempted to raise 
money, pretending also, that he expected by an 
arrival from Europe, property in diamonds, 
pearls, &c. of immense value. He offered the 
merchant to whom he applied for the loan, to 
secure him on the boxes of goods, or if he prefer- 
red it, on a gold snuff box set with diamonds, 
which afterwards proved to be the identical one 
pawned in New York. After ascertaining the 
‘ue of the snuif box the merchant, whose name 
R. M. Anker, advanced Swarts the money, 
and the snuff box enclosed as before stated, was 
m the presence of witnesses delivered in pawn. 
Anker and two or three other persons saw the 
snuff! box deposited in the buckskin bag and 
sealed up. It proved however to be a delusion, 
for a tin box was substituted in the place of the 
gold one, which was retained by Swarts. In the 
evening, Mr. Anker imagined that his treasure 
Was not as heavy as it appeared when he took it 
from Swarts; he went to Swarts and requested 
him to take back the box and give him up his mo- 
ney, which was refused, whereupon Mr. Anker 
had the box opened in the presence of a magis- 
trate, when to his astonishment, he found his sus- 
pretons realized, and that he had been jewed.— 
He sued the Jew and held him to bail. Swarts 
thereupon procured Anker to be indicted for 
cheating him out of the snuff box, and on the 
testimony he was able to procure, Mr. Anker, a 
respectable merchant, was convicted, fined 500 
dollars, and sentenced to nine months imprison- 
ment.

KITE COACH.

A Liverpool paper states that the Railway 
Tunnel, by which there is now an uninterrupt- 
ed passage frem the intended depot near Wap- 
ping to the deep cutting at Edge-hill, is about 
2200 yards in length, 22 feet wide, and 16 high. 
It is almost entirely cut through the solid rock, 
which is, however, often so broken as to require 
brick arches for the support of the work. The 
droppings of water have been successfully stop- 
ped by Roman cement. Preparations are mak- 
ing to light it with gas. Thus, in little more 
than eighteen months, 160,000 tons of stone 
have been removed from beneath the surface, 
and made subservient to the purposes of im- 
provement above.

This old man being very fond of mu- 
sic, and an excellent performer on the organ 
and piano, was in the habit of assembling in his 
apartment several young men who showed a 
taste for music. Amongst these was Saturnino 
Gordini, the son of a deceased Italian merchant, 
to whom Fray Gabriel showed a particular at- 
tachment. When the infirmities of the old monk 
prevented him from presiding at the organ of 
the church, it was Saturnino Gordini who always 
replaced him.—Saturnino, though in other re- 
spects a very well-conducted young man, was un- 
fortunately addicted to gambling, and had, as it 
uterwards appeared, lost his last piastre in the 
pursuit of this fatal passion. Whilst in this pre- 
dcament the steward of the convent gave hima 
bill of exchange for 4,000 reals, and requested 
him to take it to the bankers and get cash for it. 
This he accordingly did; but before returning 
with the money, he entered a Saree emg 
opposite the theatre, and lost the whole sum. 
On quiting the gambling-house he went directly 
tothe cell of Fray Gabriel, and asked him for 
the loan of 4,000 reals. On the old man’s refu- 
eng him, he drew a poniard and stabbed him to 
the heart. ‘He then ransacked the trunks, 
drawers and desk of the deceased: but, not find- 
ing any money, he began crying out ** Murder! 
Murder'’’ His cries brought the Monks and se- 
veral persons who were passing by the con- 
vent atthe time into the cell. Being found 
alone with the dead body, and his clothes being 
sprinkled with its blood, he was arrested, and, 
on searching his person, the bloody poniard was 
found in his pocket. When brought before the 
Aleade he acknowledged his crime, and gave 
the above-mentioned detail, adding that, at the 
moment of its commission, he was beside himself; 
that his honour and reputation were compromi- 
ved, and, seeing that Fray Gabriel refused him 
the favour he asked, se la habia subido el santo 
al cielo (he despatched the saint to Heaven.)
